The  indulgence  of  subscribers  and

dispute  in  the  printing  industry  in 
London. 

NEWS 

HASTINGS  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  held  its  annual  dinner 
and  dance  at  Bexhill  on  March  7. 
Cartoon,  p. 203. 

THE  Home  Secretary  has  restored  to 
Mrs.  Muriel  Stuart  Alford,  M.R.C.V.S., 
490  Antrim  Road,  Belfast,  the  authority 
to  possess,  supply  and  prescribe 
Dangerous  Drugs. 

THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  held  two  inquiries 
in  London  on  March  7.  The  first, 
which  had  previously  been  adjourned, 
was  again  adjourned  until  October; 
the  second  was  adjourned  for  12 
months. 

THE  interim  index  of  retail  prices, 
which  measures  the  cost  of  living,  has 
been  replaced  by  a  new  index.  The 
index  figure  for  January  1956  becomes 
100  under  the  new  index  in  place  of 
153  on  the  old  index,  the  base  date  for 
which  was  June  1947.  The  new  index 
involves  the  monthly  collection  of 
about  120,000  different  prices,  amongst 
which  are  now  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescription  charges  and  the  cost 
of  camera  films. 

THE  National  Chamber  of  Trade  is 
asking  all  shopkeepers  to  lodge  appeals 
against  the  new  rating  valuations  by 
making  a  counter-proposal,  and  not  to 
pay  the  rates  due  on  April  1  until  (a) 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  has  implemented  h  i  s 
promise  to  review  the  position;  (b)  the 
last  day  when  discount  can  be  taken 
for  prompt  payment;  or  (c)  the  last  day 
before  which  a  summons  is  likely  to  be 
taken  out  for  non-payment. 
NEW  Regulations  have  been  published 
bringing  under  the  Penicillin  Act,  1947 
(which  restricts  supply  of  certain  sub- 
stances to  medical  practitioners,  veteri- 
nary surgeons,  or  dentists,  or  to 
pharmacists  on  a  dated  and  signed 
prescription  by  one  of  those  practi- 
tioners) the  following  substances  and 
their  preparations:  (a)  Bacitracin;  (b) 
tetracycline  and  salts  thereof;  (c) 
viomycin  and  salts  thereof.  The  Regu- 
lations are  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
(Control  of  Sale  and  Supply)  Regula- 
tions, 1956  (S.I.  1956,  No.  346).  They 
were  made  on  March  8,  and  come  into 
operation  in  England  and  Wales,  Scot- 
land and  Northern  Ireland  on  March 
31. 

VOLUNTEERS  from  the  department 
of  microbiology.  Queen's  University. 
Belfast,  are  carrying  out  experiments 
with  an  attenuated  live   virus  polio- 


myelitis vaccine  which  has  been 
developed  in  North  America.  Prelimi- 
nary trials  are  being  extended  to 
include  medical  students  and  children 
whose  parents  have  agreed  to  their 
receiving  it.  The  vaccine,  an  oral  one, 
is  being  given  only  to  volunteers  devoid 
of  antibody  to  one  or  other  types  of 
poliomyelitis  virus.  All  of  them,  and 
their  contacts,  are  being  examined  to 
assess  the  efficiency  of  the  vaccine,  and 
observations  are  being  continued  over 
a  period  of  years.  It  is  hoped  to  carry 
out,  by  the  end  of  1956,  a  more  exten- 
sive trial  in  which  the  vaccine  will  be 
given  to  children  in  selected  age  groups. 
UNITED  Kingdom  exporters  of  medi- 
cines have  been  told  by  Jamaican 
importers  that  it  is  now  necessary  to 
submit  "free-sale"  certificates,  signed 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  in  addi- 
tion by  the  Proprietary  Association  of 
Great  Britain  when  supplying  such 
goods  to  that  island.  Because  of  the 
lack  of  information  from  the  other 
side,  considerable  confusion  at  present 
exists  as  to  what  products  are  affected. 
It  would  appear  that  the  Jamaican 
authorities  are  trying  to  stamp  out 
those  medicines  which  make  false 
claims  and  the  sale  of  which  would  be 
banned  in  the  country  of  origin.  The 
general  opinion  is  that  certificates  are 
required  only  for  those  medicinal 
preparations  which  it  is  permissible 
to  sell  outside  of  pharmacies. 
A  MEETING  of  the  Private  Practice 
Committee  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  held  on  February  22  was 
told  that,  of  573  doctors  known  to  be 
engaged  predominantly  in  private  prac- 
tice who  replied  to  an  inquiry,  448 
were  in  favour  of  N.H.S.  drugs  for 
private  patients  and  434  stated  that 
they  would  agree  to  submit  to 
reasonable  safeguards  to  prevent  abuse. 
It  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the 
council  of  the  B.M.A.  that  the  Ministry 


of  Health  should  be  informed  that  an 
overwhelming  number  of  doctors  in 
purely  private  practice  had  reiterated 
their  demand  for  the  right  to  prescribe 
drugs  under  the  N.H.S.  pharmaceutical 
services  and,  moreover,  had  agreed  to 
accept  reasonable  safeguards  to  prevent 
abuse  should  that  principle  be  accepted. 
It  was  also  agreed  that  a  sub-committee 
should  be  set  up  to  consider  the  nature 
of  such  safeguards,  and  that  the 
General  Medical  Services  Committee 
should  be  kept  informed. 

COMMENT 

No  Deadlock 

THE  rumour  has  been  current  recently 
that  negotiations  between  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  the  pharmaceutical 
manufacturers  aimed  at  establishing  an 
equitable  basis  for  the  pricing  of 
ethical  proprietaries  paid  for  by  the 
Government  under  the  National  Health 
Service  had  reached  a  state  of  deadlock. 

We  have  good  grounds  for  believing 
that  that  is  not  a  true  picture  of  the 
situation.  A  special  committee  of  the 
Association  of  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry  was  set  up  to  deal  with  the 
Ministry  in  the  matter.  The  committee 
included  a  representative  selection  of 
those  leading  manufacturers  in  the 
industry  who  engage  in  research. 
Between  them  they  elaborated  a  for- 
mula that  could  be  put  forward  in 
place  of  the  one — unacceptable  to  the 
industry — that  had  been  suggested  by 
the  Government. 

The  new  formula  was  submitted.  It 
has  been  and  still  is  under  examination 
by  Government  experts.  In  a  matter 
which  a  Treasury  spokesman  has  des- 
cribed as  "probably  the  most  difficult 
field  of  the  whole  range  of  Government 
contracting"  an  early  acceptance  or 
rejection  was  hardly  to  be  expected,  and 
a  long  time  taken  to  consider  the 
proposals  is  no  matter  for  surprise. 
Whether  the  eventual  decision  proves 
favourable  or  unfavourable  has  yet  to 
appear.  We  do  not  suggest  that  there 
is  any  special  reason  for  optimism.  On 
the  other  hand  if  the  suggestion  had 
been  totally  unacceptable  it  would 
appear  likely  that  some  hint  would 
surely  by  now  have  been  thrown  out 
to  that  effect.  Certainly  there  is  no 
justification  for  talking  about  a 
breakdown.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

MR.  R.  H.  TURTON  (Minister  of 
Health)  on  March  5 :  Some  tooth-paste 
manufacturers  have  sometimes  made 
extravagant  claims  but  I  do  not  con- 
sider that  another  committee  is  required 
to  investigate  the  matter. 
Mr.  D.  SANDYS  (Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government)  in  a  written 
answer  on  March  9:  Future  policy  for 
industrial  derating  is  being  considered 
as  part  of  a  comprehensive  review  of 
local  government  finance.  I  do  not 
expect  to  be  able  to  announce  con- 
clusions for  several  months. 
MISS  P.  HORNSBY-SMITH  (Parlia- 
mentary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health),  on  March  12:  The  maximum 
number  of  items  which  a  general  prac- 
titioner is  recommended  to  put  on  one 
EC  10  form  is  two. 

MR.  C.  HUGHES  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  March  12,  whether  he 
had  yet  arrived  at  a  decision  on  the 
question  of  increased  remuneration  to 
pharmacists  for  National  Health  Service 
dispensing.  Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister 
of  Health) :  No,  their  recent  claim  is 
still  under  consideration.  Mr.  Hughes: 
Has  there  not  been  a  rather  long 
time  spent  in  arriving  at  a  settlement? 
Is  not  the  Minister  aware  that  many 
dispensing  chemists,  performing  vital 
work  under  the  N.H.S.,  are  facing  grave 
financial  difficulties  because  of  the  in- 
adequacy of  their  remuneration,  and 
will  he  not  do  something  to  hasten  a 
settlement  in  this  matter.  Mr.  Turton: 
I  do  not  think  there  has  been  any 
great  delay.  The  claim  was  made  on 
February  16.  There  was  a  meeting  on 
March  8  and  the  matter  is  being  con- 
sidered further  in  the  light  of  that 
discussion. 

MAJOR  G.  LLOYD-GEORGE  (Home 
Secretary),  in  a  written  answer  on 
March  12,  told  Dr.  D.  Johnson  that,  if 
an  application  for  the  sale  of  medicated 
wines  in  chemists'  and  grocers'  premises 
in  the  city  of  Carlisle  were  made  for 


his  permission — which  would  be  re- 
quired in  addition  to  the  consent  of 
the  licensing  authorities — he  would  con- 
sult the  local  advisory  committee  before 
reaching  a  decision. 

IRISH  NEWS 

ORGANISED  by  the  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Students'  Association,  an  open 
forum  on  "The  Future  of  Pharmacy 
Students"  is  being  held  at  the  College 
of  Pharmacy,  Shrewsbury  Road,  Balls- 
bridge,  Dublin,  at  8  p.m.  on  March  15. 
THE  annual  Irish  pharmaceutical 
pilgrimage  to  Lourdes  leaves  Dublin 
on  the  evening  of  July  31,  and  starts 
on  the  return  journey  on  the  evening 
of  August  15.  Cost  both  ways  is 
£26  4s.  6d.  (third-class  Dublin/London: 
second-class  London/Lourdes,  with 
berths  on  boats,  couchettes,  meals  in 
France  and  high  tea  in  England  on 
return).  Hotels  in  Lourdes  run  from 
£21  6s.  3d.  (single  room)  to  £18  4s.  6d. 
(sharing  three-bedded).  By  air  the 
entire  cost  is  £33  10s.  Application 
should  be  made  to  the  secretary, 
Pharmaceutical  Pilgrimage  to  Lourdes, 
69  Palmerston  Road,  Dublin. 
AT  the  February  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Associates'  Section  of 
the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association,  Mr. 
J.  E.  Morley  in  the  chair,  the  following 
applications  for  associateship  were 
approved:  Assistants,  Messrs.  T.  Mur- 
ray, W.  J.  O'Connell,  M.  M.  Slevin; 
Apprentices,  Miss  J.  Cunning,  Messrs. 
N.  Appleton,  M.  B.  Falls,  G.  M. 
Wainer.  It  was  agreed  to  donate  £10 
to  the  Society  of  Pharmaceutical 
Students  for  their  Easter  education 
tour;  and  to  grant  £10  to  an  associate 
to  attend  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  in  Dublin.  All  Associates 
are  eligible  to  apply  for  the  grant 
before  May.  There  will  be  a  ballot 
at  the  May  meeting  of  the  committee 
if  there  is  more  than  one  applicant. 
Committee  members  were  interested 
in  a  recent  report  in  THE  CHEMIST 
AND  DRUGGIST  that  the  Council  of 


the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  was  considering  the  introduc- 
tion of  F.P.S.  qualifications.  In  res- 
ponse to  a  request  from  student 
members  of  the  committee,  the  hon. 
secretary  (Mr.  T.  Hunter),  was 
instructed  to  write  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
regarding  B.Sc.  students. 
THE  Government  of  the  Irish  Republic 
has  imposed  a  special  import  levy  on 
a  wide  range  of  goods  including  razors, 
blades,  and  blanks  therefor;  photo- 
graphic apparatus  and  their  component 
parts  and  accessories;  hair  driers, 
shavers,  hair  clippers,  vacuum  flasks, 
jugs,  etc.;  toilet  bags;  photographic 
films,  plates,  paper,  cloth  and  cards 
which  have  been  sensitised,  excluding 
cinematograph  film;  hot  water  bottles 
of  any  material;  toilet  paper;  paper 
towels,  handkerchiefs  and  tissues; 
perfumery  (including  perfumed  spirits),, 
cosmetics  and  toilet  preparations; 
essential  oils  and  concentrates;  synthetic 
perfume  and  flavouring  materials.  The 
duty  on  those  items,  imported  after 
March  14,  is  25  per  cent,  if  they  have 
been  produced  or  manufactured  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  higher  than  that 
when  produced  elsewhere.  The  levy 
is  additional  to  any  other  duties  already 
chargeable  on  the  goods.  Wearing 
apparel  of  a  surgical  or  medical 
character  (other  than  an  article  of 
sanitary  wear)  intended  to  be  worn 
because  of  or  as  a  preventive  against, 
or  remedy  for,  any  physical  ailment  or 
defect  is  specially  exempted.  The 
appropriate  form  of  certificate  of  origin 
is  No.  119  (Sale)  (growth  or  produce) 
or  Nos.  120  (Sale)  or  120A  (Sale) 
(manufactured  goods).  The  usual) 
drawback  and  re-importation  provi-t 
sions  apply  to  the  levy.  The  Order 
is  the  Emergency  Importation  of  Duties  *, 
(No.  370)  (Special  Import  Levy)  Order,L 
1956  (S.I.  No.  45  of  1956);  copies  mayl

PHARMACEUTICA 

AT  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  London  on 
March  6,  the  Registrar's  report  for 
1955  gave  the  increase  in  names  on  the 
Register  as  331,  against  197  in  1954. 
Registered  premises  decreased  for  the 
first  time  since  the  war.  MR.  E.  A. 
BROCKLEHURST  remarked  on  134 
more  superintendents  to  bodies 
corporate,  and  MR.  D.  W.  HUDSON 
said  it  might  be  due  to  conversion  of 
private  businesses  into  limited  com- 
panies; it  should  be  considered  in 
conjunction  with  the  drop  in  the 
number  of  premises.  Mr.  Brocklehurst 
also  viewed  with  concern  the  reduced 
number  of  students,  the  registrar 
pointing  out  that  the  number  of 
graduates  who  did  not  now  register  as 
students  of  the  Society  was  increasing. 
The  Council  appointed  as  representa- 
tives to  the  United  Kingdom  Com- 
mittee for  the  World  Health  Organisa- 
tion of  the  United  Nations  Mr. 
D.  W.  Hudson,  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  and 
Mr.  F.  W.  Adams. 

A  committee  was  reported  formed  to

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SHOPFITTING 
[PROBLEM? 


WRITE  TO 
JAMES  GRIMM 

Can  you  help  me  to  plan  a  pharmacy  from  the  resi- 
dential property  I  have  purchased?  The  sketch  (sent 
with  the  letter)  shows  the  property  as  it  is  now.  I 
intend  to  use  the  lounge  as  the  shop  and  the  kitchen 
as  dispensary  and  stock  room.  At  present  the  level  of 
the  two  rooms  is  the  same,  but  the  pavement  level  at 
the  front  of  the  building  makes  it  necessary  to  lower  the 
shop  floor.  That  will  probably  necessitate  at  least  one, 
and  perhaps  two,  steps  between  shop  and  dispensary. 
It  is  proposed  to  make  an  arch  in  the  centre  of  the 
dividing  wall,  which  is  21  in.  thick,  in  order  to  con- 
nect the  two  rooms.  I  think  that  the  kitchen  is  too 
large  for  the  dispensary  alone  (and  I  want  to  put  the 
bulk  of  the  stock  in  there  also).  I  am  puzzled  what 
to  put  as  a  partial  barrier  across  the  gap.  1  need  the 
dispensary  to  be  in  a  position  from  which  I  can  keep 
an  eye  on  the  shop  though  partly  obscured  from  the 
customers'  gaze.  I  send  a  rough  sketch  of  what  I 
should  fancy  if  practicable.  The  office  will  need  to  be 
small  and  chiefly  for  use  for  telephoning.  I  don't 
want  to  incur  any  extra  expense  on  the  dispensary, 
and  would  make  use  of  fittings  in  my  existing  phar- 
macy. It  appears  that  two  counters  will  be  necessary 
in  the  shop,  as  well  as  new  fittings  on  the  walls.  I 
feel  that  the  normal  dispensing  screen  would  hardly 
be  practicable,  owing  to  the  steps. 
Your  rough  sketch  plans  give  only  the  major  dimensions 
of  the  front  and  rear  rooms,  so  that  details  such  as  passage 
widths  and  fireplace  projections  have  had  to  be  assumed, 
but  I  think  the  adjoining  plan  may  be  of  some  assistance 
to  you.  If  the  shop  floor  would  have  to  be  lowered,  so 
would  the  side  passage  floor,  with  new  steps  introduced  as 
I  shown  on  my  plan,  and  it  is  also  probable  that  a  new  wall 
or  partition  between  shop  and  passage  would  have  to  be 
erected,  as  the  present  one  may  rest  upon  the  top  of  the 
existing  floor  joists.  I  assume,  too,  that  you  realise  that 
the  installation  of  a  new  shopfront  would  entail  structural 
alterations  involving  steel  joists,  etc.,  for  naturally,  with  the 
removal  of  the  bay  window  and  the  front  wall,  girders 
would  have  to  be  inserted  to  carry  the  upper  floor.  A 
further  short  steel  or  reinforced  concrete  beam  would 
also  be  necessary  in  forming  the  opening  between  the  front 
and  rear  room. 

Shopfront:  This  consists  of  three  windows,  two  small 
and  one  large,  as  shown.  The  long  window  could  be  divided 
into  two  with  an  internal  division  (as  per  dotted  line)  if 
desired.  All  windows  are  24  in.  from  back  to  front,  and 
laccess  would  be  by  either  hinged  or  sliding  doors.  The 
small  window  on  the  left  would  have  to  be  dressed  from 
the  passageway.  The  shop  entrance  door  has  been  splayed 
at  an  angle,  as  that  helps  the  shop  interior.  While  this 
I  door  would  be  glazed  for  vision  into  the  shop,  the  door 
giving  access  to  the  passage-way  would  be  solid.  The 
lobby  floor  could  be  of  pale  green  terrazzo,  with  inlaid 
|strips  of  black  fibre  to  form  the  square  pattern  shown. 

Shop  Interior:  This  consists  of  stock  fittings  on  three 
walls  with  an  L-shaped  service  counter  in  front.  The  fitting 
that  connects  with  the  small  window  could,  if  desired,  be  a 
showcase  in  lieu  of  a  stock  fitting,  in  which  event  the  show- 
case would  have  all-glass  sliding  doors  at  the  front.  As 
you  have  counters  which  you  plan  to  re-use,  they  could  be 
positioned  as  shown,  except  that  there  would  probably  be 
access  gangways  at  the  ends.  The  opening  cut  in  the  party 
wall  is  6  ft.  wide;  3  ft.  of  it  is  access  (down  two  steps),  with 
a  curtain  concealing  the  opening.  The  remaining  3  ft. 
would  be  a  low  display  case  (3  ft.  high)  with  glass  screen 
above,  up  to  the  underside  of  the  newly  formed  opening. 
That  would  give  a  view  into  the  shop  from  the  dispensary. 
I  have  suggested  that,  on  the  shop  side  of  this  glazed 
screen,  plate-glass  shelves  should  be  fixed  above  the  low 


display  case  to  create  a  pleasing  open  display  through 
which  it  would  still  be  possible  to  see. 

Dispensary  :  The  existing  cupboard  in  the  dispensary 
has  been  retained,  and  there  is  a  new  short  dispensing 
bench  behind  the  glass  screen.  Two  partitions  have  been 
erected  from  floor  to  ceiling  to  form  the  dispensary  and 
the  stockroom  areas,  and  on  the  dispensary  side  of  one 
of  these  partitions  a  long  L-shaped  dispensing  bench  has 
been  fitted,  with  shelves  above.    A  sink  is  shown  at  one 


end,  and  it  is  assumed  that  drainage  can  be  taken  along 
the  stockroom  passage  wall  and  out  via  the  rear  wall  into 
a  convenient  gully. 

Office  and  Stockroom  :  These  are  self  explanatory. 
There  are  stock  fittings  on  three  walls,  a  long  bench  or 
writing  desk  below  the  window,  and  a  central  table  for  un- 
packing and  sorting  stock.

U.S.  ANTIBIOTICS  PRICES 

THE  United  States  Federal  Trade 
Commission  is  to  investigate  the  pricing 
practices  of  the  U.S.  antibiotic  industry 
and  look  into  an  "alleged  conspiracy" 
between  producers  and  wholesalers.  The 
Commission  hopes  to  complete  the  job 
in  about  15  months  at  a  cost  of  around 
$100,000.  To  justify  the  probe  the 
Commission  had  stated:  "At  the  present 
time  it  is  believed  that  more  than  50 
per  cent  of  the  dollar  amounts  of  all 
physicians'  prescriptions  written  today 
are  for  antibiotic  products.  The  pricing 
of  these  dosage  forms  is  of  direct  con- 
cern to  the  consumer.  The  principal 
products  are  patented  and  distribution 
is  by  patent  owners  and  their  licensees. 
No  information  has  ever  been  available 
as  to  the  pricing  and  licensing  policies 
of  concerns  in  the  industry  nor  the 
proportions  of  cost  accounted  for  by 
past  and  continuing  research.  These 
questions  are  illustrative  of  the  broad 
range  of  economic  and  legal  problems 
which  must  be  considered  in  a  study 
of  the  organisation  and  functions  of 
the  industry  in  its  proper  perspective."

Produc- 
tion of  penicillin  in  January  was 
2,894,500  mega  units,  against  3.3 
million  megas  in  December  1955.  The 
B.P.  soft  paraffins  are  dearer  by  about 
£3  5s.  per  ton;  yellow  is  £82  2s.  6d. 
per  ton  and  white,  £102  2s.  6d.  and 
£104  7s.  6d.  as  to  grade.
